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‘ommittee Finds “Un- 
. questionable Evidence 
_» That Exorbitant Rents 
_ Are Being Charged on 
Broad Scale.” 


_ Sstablishment of a rent commis- 
‘ion of five members, to be elected 
by council with full power and au- 
thority to fix rents equitably, will 
be recommended in a report com- 
pleted Tuesday afternoon by a spe- 
cial committee of council appointed 
to investigate charges of exorbitant 
house rents in Atlanta, and will be 
submitted to council at its meeting 
mext Monday. 

The city attorney is requested in 
the recommendations to prepare a 
resolution to be introduced by the 
committee providing for an amend- 
ment to the city charter for the es- 
tablishment of such a commission. 
Of course, if passed by council, it 
would require action by the Georgia 
general assembly next year before 
its passage into law could be ac- 
complished or its defeat effected. 
This resolution will be introduced 
next Monday. 

Exorbitant Rents Charged. 

After several publi¢ hearings in 
‘an investigation of renting condi- 
tions in Atlanta the committee 
unanimously declares that there is 
“unquestionable evidence that ex- 
orbitant rents are being charged on 
a broad scale, ranging from 30 to 
150 per cent increase since the fall 
of 1918, and in isolated cases in- 
creases reached 200 per cent.” 

The report states that “after con- 
ferring with the city attorney, the 
committee finds itself and council 
without legal authority to correct 
the existing evil, and the only step 
now possible to be taken, in view 
of legal limitations ppon municipal 
authority, is to instruct the city tax 
assessors to study the cases append- 
ed hereto and take such action a 
council may direct.” \ 
This section of the report was in- 
ee to correct the complaints 
brought before the committee where 
4{njustice was apparent. There were 
approximately 200 complaints sub- 
mitted for their information, which 
“will be turned over @s a part of the 
report to council. 

Investigation of high rent charges 
was instituted several weeks ago by 
council, based on charges of Rev. 
John W. Ham that the Atlanta rent- 
ing public is in the hands of greedy 
profiteers, and requesting a probe 
of renting conditions in the city. 

Probe Committee Named. 

A special committee, composed of 
Councilman J. A. Couch, chairman; 
Alderman W. 8S. Richardson, Alder- 
man IL. F. Styron, Councilman J. L. 
Carpenter and Councilman J. C. 
Little, was appointed to gather «vi- 
dence on the charges. 

Numerous witnesses testified in 
person and the committee heard 
from them stories of soaring house 
rent, increases of from 80 to 150 per 
cent, and in some cases more, being 
related. Scores of communications 
were laid before them telling a simt- 
lar story. 

Members of the renting commit- 
tee of the Atlanta real estate board 
appeared at one of the hearings and 
denied that rents, as a general rule, 
are excessive. They stated that the 
increases are simply a reversion of 
rentals to a normal rate, taking 1912 
as a basis. Many families who 
could afford to pay only $30 a 
month rent moved into $50 houses 
during the depression of 1913 and 
1914, they said, when rents were re- 
auced, and it is from these that the 
principal kicks are coming on ac~ 
count of rising rents, they declared. 
‘Report of Committee. 

The report was signed by every 
member of the committee, with the 
exception of Councilman Little, who 
‘was said to be out of the city. A 
eopy of the paper follows:

Washington, August 26.—Declar- 
ing the republican majority of the 
foreign relations committee was at- 


tempting by the Shantung amend- 
ment to drive a “poisoned dag #er” 
into the peace treaty and to place 
the United States in the position of 
a “big bully,” Senator McCumber, of 
North Dakota, the only republican 
member of the committee who yvot- 
ed against the amendment, asked 
the senate today to overrule the 
committee’s action. 

The amendment provides that the 
old German rights in Shantung 
province shall go to China in place 
of Japan. 

“Why did the majority of this 
committee pause in the midst of 
their hearings to make this partic- 
ular amendment,” he continued, “and 
then proceed with the usual leisure 
to lay out dates for further hear- 
ings which will consume a.week or 


so more? The purpose is apparent. 
It is to .put Japan in a position 


where she can not without an ap- 
pearance of being coerced do what 
she has promised to do. It is to cre- 
ate trouble between this country 
and Japan and thereby send the 
first dagger into the body of this 
treaty.” 
Betraying China With Kiss, 

“Is it an act of true friendship 
toward China or a mere political 
move to defeat the treaty? If its 
sponsors now @€ail to come forward 
and openly pledge that if Japan is 
driven out of this treaty then the 
United States will proceed single- 
handed and alone to drive Japan out 
of China. ... will renew this world 
war and send our soldiers into the 
Orient to fight for her, then by this 
act they are betraying China with 
a false kiss. 

“They know, and we know, that 
this country will never go to war 
against Japan to prevent Japan from 
doing just what we have allowed 


every other nation to-do in China 
without a protest. With the league 
of nations China obtains an as- 
Surance which is tantamount to a 
Guaranty by all the world that not 
only will Japan return to China what 
Germany wrested from her in 1898, 
but hence forth and so long as this 
league shall last no other nation 
shall rob China of one inch of her 
territory or exercise any control 
over her pone inconsistent with 
the claims of complete independ- 
ence and sovereignty.” 

“By this amendment,” continued 
Senator McCumber, “you make it im- 
possible for Japan to comply with 
her own agreement with China 
without suffering humiliation and 
by sacrificing the respect and natur- 
al pride of her people. By this 
amendment a third power—who 
the opponents of the league ‘insist 
Should never interfere with the af- 
fairs of the eastern hemisphere— 
proceeds to set aside a compact enter- 
ed into between two nations of the 
eastern hemisphere in which we 


were in no way connected and per- 
forming this act with an arrogance 


no white nation would ever submit 
to so long as it had a drop of blood 
left to shed for its national honor.” 


Fanning Race Prejudice. 


“Those who would fan the brand 
of race prejudice into the flame of 
war can only meet this clear treaty 
Provision with the declaration: ‘Ja- 
pan is lying; she will not keep ber 
treaty; therefore, we won't 
give her a chance to keep it.’ | 

“There is but one honorable, up- 
right and proper course to be pur- 
sued by all the great nations of 
the world, including China and Ja- 
pan. Let China keep her treaty; 
give Japan an opportunity to do 
what she has pledged her national 
honor to do; cease this attempt to 
juggie this country into war with 
Japan; bring Japan and China into 
this world league, and as sure as 
the sun shall rise tomorrow, Japan 
will keep her plighted faith, wuaina 
will receive complete present jus- 
tice and assured future protection. 

“On the other hand, force this 
breach of contract by China; drive 
Japan out of this league by insult- 
ing her honor; relieve her from her 
treaty by first breaking it your- 
selves, and thereby installing her in 
her impregnable position of right 
of conquest, and China is doomed.” 

Senator Borah, republican, of

GARY KEEPS CLEAR 
OF LABOR LEADERS 


U. S. Steel Corporation 
Head Declines See 
Labor Federation Com- 


mittee — Controversy 
May End in Strike. 


New York, August 26.—Chairman 
Elbert H. Gary, of the United States 
Steel corporation, declined today to 
see the committee of the American 
Federation of Labor, which was ap- 
pointed recently to organize the 
steel workers. 

The committee arrived here yes- 
terday to submit demands in behalf 
of the workers and with authority 
to call a strike for August 30 in 
the event of failure of their efforts. 

Mr. Gary sent word to the commit- 
tee that if it had any statement it 
wished to make it should be re- 
duced to writing and then it would 
be considered by the corporation. 

The refusal of Mr, Gary to see 
the committee was the first definite 
development here in the controversy 
which may result in a strike of 
steel workers to enforce union rec- 
ognition and better working con- 
ditions. 

The effort.to arrange a confer- 
ence with the head of the largest 
single unit in the iron and steei in- 
dustry came a few hours after the 
hurried return from,Europe of Sam- 
uel Gompers, who announced before 
he sailed that his presence at home 
was more imperative than abroad. 
It had been expected he would at- 
tend the conference with Mr. Gary 
if one were arranged. 

If a walk-out is ordered it will 
involve every industry dependent 
upon iron, steel and tin. 

Mr. Gary made a statement as fol- 
lows: 

“When informed by my secretary 
that a committe of a labor organi- 
zation consisting of John Fitzpat- 
rick, William Z. Foster and D. J. 
Davis had requested to see me, I

Another communication from 
Washington gives out the informa- 
tion that about 5,500 partially disa- 
bled soldiers will be employed by 
the qwartermaster corps of the 
army. The message further stated 
that 1,609 of these would be em- 
ployed in the depots or zone offices 
that are to be set up in Atlanta for 
the sale of government supplies, 
while it may be related to other 
plans in connection with the dis- 
tribution of the $10,000,000 worth of 
supplies from Atlanta that was an- 
nounced a few days ago. :

Time.

Union Leaders Having 
Rejected Wilson’s Pro- 
posals, There Is sLittle 
Doubt as to Decision of 
Members of Various Un- 
ions— President’s Deci- 
sion Applies to All 
Workers on Railroads.

Washington, August ’ 26.—The 
leaders of the railway shopmen 
frankly told the director general of 
railroads today that President Wil- 
son’s decision in the “wage contro- 
versy could not be accepted, and 
sent out circulars to the six unions 
included in the shop trades calling 
for a new vote on a strike, both in 
this country and in Canada. 

Official Washington is very pessi- 
mistic over the outlook tonight. A 
general strike of the shopmen seems 
inevitable. This was realized fully 
from the first, but both President 
Wilson and the operating managers 
of the railway systems have made 
up their minds to meet the issue of 
mounting wages squarely at this 
time. The shopmen already have 
voted a ratio of 96°to 2 in favor of 
a strike to force their wage de- 
mands, but in response to the ear- 
nest request of the president that 
they consider the matter again in 
the light of the statements issued 
by him last night, the leaders have 
referred the matter once more to 
the workers. * 

The léaders having taken the stand 
that the president's atti-ude is un- 
satisfactory leaves little or no doubt 
as to the decision of the members 
of the various unions, The leaders 
have made no radica! appeal to the 
men, however, They have stated the 
facts and have asked the men to 
give the matter “careful thought.” 

Letter to Local Unions. 

Director General Hines, according 
to a letter sent to the locals, told 
the committee that the proposition 
as presented by the president was 
final and that there would be no 
wage increases granted to any other 
class of railroad employees, asa 
class, but in the event of unjust in- 
equalities, as between individuals, 
adjustments involving increases to 
equalize rates of pay would be made 
where justified. 

The committee thereupon informed 
the locals that the director general 
had been advised that his proposi- 
tidn could not be accepted as a basis 
of settlement by them, and con- 
tinued: 

“Practically every class of railroad 
employees have now submitted re- 
quests for very substantial increases 
over existing rates of pay. It is well 
that our members give very serious 
consideration to this fact, if there is 
to be any additional general increase 
in the wages of railroad employees, 
the federated shops will receive the 
same eonsideration. Don’t fail to 
give this statement careful thought, 
and don’t forget that if the federated 
shop trades become involved in a 
strike now, you are striking alone to 
force an increase for the two million 
railroad employees.

The peace treaty with Germany 
and the other conventions simul- 
taneously signed at Versailles were 
presented for ratification to the 
chamber of deputies this afternoon 
by Premier Clemenceau, 

The premier handed the gn 
to Paul Deschanel, president of the 
chamber, at’ 3:30 o’clock upon the 
opening /of the session. 

Only three speakers of 31 sched-_ 
uled to address the chamber were 
heard, Deputies Chappedelaine, Rai- 
berti and Fournier, each of whom 
spoke more than an hour. If the 
present speéd continues the treaty 
will not be ratified before Septem- 
ber 6, and perhaps later, as other 
orators are likely to be enrolled on 
the list as the discussion progressés., 

The government seemed anxious 
to hurry the proceedings. Inter- 
pellations on Hungarian affairs and 
the high cost of living were post- 
poned at the request of Foreign 
Minister Pichon and Minister of 
Provisions Noulens until the treaty 
has been ratified. Premier Clemen- 
ceau and all the ministers remained 
on the bénch thorughout the ses- 
sion.

the statements contained in the pres- 


ident’s letter and the responsibility 
that must be assumed, if a suspen- 
sion of work is to take place, your 
executive council has decided that it 
would fail in its duty were it to au- 
thorize a strike until the member- 
ship have had an opportunity to de- 
cide their course of action on this 
proposition. It is not our intention 
to shirk any of our responsibilities 
as executive officers, and the wishes 
of a constitutional majority of the 
membership, expressed by their vote 
as hereinafter directed, will be car- 
ried out.” 

The letter then gives instructions 
for an immediate summoning of the 
members of the various locals to 
take a secret vor1e. It Was pointed 
out that owing to the large numbers 
involved, it must be understood that 
the respective international organi- 
zations would not be obligated to 
pay régular strike benefits beyond 
the limits of the funds available for 
that purpose. 

Workers Getting Out of Hand. 

It was learned tonight that tele- 
graphic advices reaching the shop 
executives tonight from all parts of 
the country told of difficulty in 
keeping the men in line until a new 
vote could be taken. The leaders 
are urging that the men wait for 
the vote, so that if the decision is 
to strike, the verdict can be made 
more effective by a general walkout 
than by sporadic strikes. 

It virtually is admitted in both 
railway and brotherhood circles that 
the only question at issue now is 
when the strike will be declared. 
The result of the new vote may be 
known in less than ten days. If it 
is for a strike, the leaders can fix 
the date of the walkout. There is 
an agreement between the shopmen 
and the railroad administration for 
a thirty days’ notification of an 
abrogation of the working agree- 
ment,. The leaders say this notice 
alréady has been given in connec- 
tion with the vote that is now to be 
reconsidered, and they do not feel 
compelled to notify thé administra- 
tion anew. 

Just how far a strike of the shop- 
men will succeed in the announced 
determination of the men to make 
the tie-up of the railroads the most 
complete in the history of this coun- 
try will depend upon the support 
they are to receive from the big 
brotherhoods and from labor in gen- 
eral. If the shopmen should strike 
alone, the railroads would continue 
to operate until the equipment went 
to pieces. 

he railroad administration left 
no doubt today, however, of the fact 
that the president's decision against 
any general increase in wages dur- 
ing the time the government is 
fighting to bring down the. high 
cost of living applies to all thé rail- 
road crafts. This view of the sit- 
uation was stated in Constitution 
dispatches last night. <As fast, 
therefore, as the railroad adminis- 
tration reaches and deals with the 
pending demands of the trainmen, 
the conductors, and the proposed ap- 
plications of the firemen for heavy 
increases all along the dine, the va- 
rious brotherhoods will be faced 
with the problem of accepting the 
new attitude of President Wilson or 
declaring a strike, as the shopmen 
are expected to do. Thus far the 
engineers have not asked for an in- 
crease in wages. They shave de- 
manded only that the cost ‘of living 
be reduced.

No Plans to Fight Steik- 


ministration is making no arrange- 


ments at this time to combat the 


impending strike of the shopmen. 
Perhaps the administration is de- 
pending upon the recent statement 
of Warren 8S. Stone, grand chief of 
the engineers, that the railroads of 
the country cannot be allowed to 
stop entirely. He said that in some 
manner or other they would be run. 

Rumors were rife tonight as to 
the possible use of soldiers on the 
railroads, but it is certain no at- 
tempt would be made for military 
operation until all of the unions 
and brotherhoods had left their 
posts. In calling for a new strike 
vote today the leaders of the snhop- 
men directed the attention of their 
men to the fact that in voting to 
go out they might be placed in the 
sc of striking alone for the 
enefit of all the other railway em- 
ployees, numbering mofe than 2,000,- 
000 men. 

The full meaning of President 
Wilson’s address to “My, Fellow 
Citizens” of yesterday began to be 
felt by the general labor leaders 
in Washington. They realize that 
the president has pointed the way 
to employers of every kind of labor 
to refuse general wage and salary 
increases until it is proved beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that the 
fight to reduce the cost of living 
will not be successful. 

To consider this phase of the mat- 
ter, a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the American Federation 
of Labor has been called for Thurs- 
day. Samuel Gompers, president of 
the federation, just returned fro 
Europe, will be present at this 
meeting. It is possible that in the 
meantime he may ask for an intef- 
view with the president. -He and 
Mr.. Wilson are close personal 
friends. ¢ 

Attorney General Palmer declare 
today there, was no question but 
that headway is being made against 
the high cost of living. He said 
this was indicated in all reports 
reaching the department of justice 
and was noted as well in all the 
financial and commercial reviews. 


Other Classes of Workers, 


J. A. Forrester, grand president 
of the Brotherhood of Railway and 
steamship employees, expressmen 
and station employees, an organiza- 
tion of 450,000 men, went to the rail- 
road administration this afternoon 
to learn officially that the presi- 
dent’s decision on the shopmen’s de- 
mands meant also that the wage 
increases sought by other classes 
of workers would not be granted. 

A conference of heads of this 
brotherhood was called by him to 
consider a statemént to be pre- 
sented to the membership. 

Asked if a strike vote had been 
submitted to the men, officials of 
this brotherhood smiled and replied: 

“Not yet.” 

They admitted that they did not 
believe personally that the men were 
in a position to accept the presi- 
dent’s proposition without a fight. 

In announcing that a call for a 
strike vote had been issued to the 
shopmen, officials of that organiza- 
tion explained that it would re- 
quire four days for the notices to 
reach some of the 5,000 locals, espe- 
cially those on the Pacific coast, and 
that at least five days would have 
to elapse before the first votes could 
be received in Washington. 

Secretary Scott declared that 
there were slightly more than 500,- 
000 organized shop craft workers in 
the United States and close to 150,- 
000 in Canada, and that a two- 
thirds vote in favor of a strike was 
required before one would be or- 
dered, 

He explained that the by-laws of 
the organization did not provide 
that thirty days’ notice of a strike 
should be given, as had. been under- 
stood, but simply that the shopmen 
had entered into an‘agreement with 
the United States railroad adminis- 
tration to give thirty days’ notice 
of abrogation of its working. ar- 
rangements. He said that such no- 
tice had been given in anticipation 
of a possible strike on September 2. 


Labor Chiefs Pessimistic. 


All officials of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor having connection 
with the railroad workers assumed, 
even though they did not give vo- 
cal expression to their views, a 
most pessimistic attitude toward 
the situation growing out of the 
government’s action. 

They regarded the general indus- 
trial. problem raised by the presi- 
dent’s appeal for an “indefinite ar- 
mistice” as of such serious import 
that they refrained. from discuss- 
ing it. 

J. A. Scott, secretary and treas- 
urer of the railway employee’s de- 
partment of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, was the only official 
to comment in any way on the sit- 
uation. In response to qneries as to 
what action the railway employees’ 
department had taken to inform the 
executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor as to the presi- 
dent’s suggestion for a general 
truce by wage earners of all kinds, 
he said: 

“Don’t you think it is a matter 
of the very greatest importance?” 

Upon receiving an affirmative re- 
ply, Mr. Scott added: 

“The president made a very broad 
statement. Naturally it was our 
duty to convey the information in a 
formal manner to the’ executive 
committee of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and this we have 
done. I can not, of course, under- 
take to predict any action the ex-

“Dear Mr.:Wharton: It is desir- 
able, respecting the claims now 
pending or to be filed before your 
board, to define the functions which 
it is appropriate for your board to 
perform in view of the decision an- 


nounced by the president yesterday | 


with reference to the policy which 
the government must pursue in re- 
gard to railroad wages as a part Ol 
the general campaign which the 
government is waging to reduce the 
high cost of living in the interest 
of all wage earners as well as all 
other Americans. 

“The position of the government 
is that in view of its campaign to 
reduce the cost of living, and 0. 
the strong prospects tRat substan- 
tial relief will be achieved, it is 
not proper how to make general in- 
creases in wages on the assumption 
that the present cost of living will 
be permanent, and that pending the 
efforts of the government to bring 
down the cost of living the higher 
costs of living ought not to be 
accepted as a permanent basis of 
wage adjustment; although it is 
recognized if the efforts of the gov- 
ernment to bring down the cost 
of living should fail, railroad wages 
should be readjusted in the light 
of any permanent higher living costs 
which would thereby have to ‘be 
recognized. 

“The presiednt has also made it 
clear, however, that the railroad 
administration is not precluded 
from giving prompt and careful 
consideration to any clainmis that 
may be made by the various classes 
of employes for réadjustments be- 
lieved to be proper to secure im- 
partial treatment for all railroad 
employees. 

To Take Up All Claims, 


“T therefore request that you take 
up promptly the claims which have 
already been presented and these 
which are to be Fahey be by any 
classes of railroad employes to the 
effect that either for their classes 
as a whole or for any subdivision of 
those classes readjustments ought 
to be made in order to make sure 
that equal treatment is done on the 
basis of the general principles of 
wage adjustment which the rail- 
road administration has already es- 
tablished. 

“It has been our constant en- 
deavor since the first wage adjust- 
ments were made by the railroad 
administration to deal fairly and 
impartially with all classes of rail- 
read employes. The situation is so 
complex that absolute perfection in 
this regard is unattainable. Never- 
theless, our experience up to the 
présent time may in all. probability 
develop that certain relative injus+ 
tices may have been unintertion’!- 
ly. done and it should be our pur- 

ose promptly to correct these in- 
ustices. : 

“The railroad administration has 
been firmly committed to the pol- 
icy since last Scptember that it can- 
not make wage adjustments retro- 
active back of a date approximating 
the date upon which your board 
makes its report, pecause otherwise 
there would be unending confusion 
and all effort to get a measure as 
to the cost of conducting the rail- 
roads at any given time in the past 
would be rendered hopeless. I 
therefore hope that your board w' 
be able to report promptly upon 
any inequalities which may be 
found to exist to the end that any 
correction which the director gen- 
eral mav find appropriate can be 
made effective at the earliest justi- 
fiable date in accordance with the 
parity of the railroad administra- 

on, 

“In all such matters the board 
will be expected to report not only 
a statement of facts and its con- 
clusions upon the facts but also 
its recommendation.

BANKS COUNTY LAND

Anxiously awaiting official advices 
from union leaders in Washington 
regarding the award of increases of 
4 cents per hour to railway shop- 


men, the executive committee of the 
shopmen met in the Labor tempie 
Tuesday night. The advices from 
the union heads had been expected 
throughout the day, and the com- 
mittee lanned to discuss the 
awards, but the information failed 
to arrive and the committee ad- 
journed without taking any action. 

Union leaders generally in At- 
lanta are advising the shopmen to 
remain at work until some action is 
authorized by the national heads. 
It is expected that, in view of the 
fact that the committee of 100 flatly 
refused the increase extended by 
President Wilson, orders to take a 
strike vote will be received here 
within the next few days.

Pays Tribute to Allied Powers. 

“As to the rest of Burbdpe, e 
growth of government in the newly 
erected states has progréssed to a 
degree that makes possible for them 
to undertake their own purchase, 
transportation and distribution of 
margins of food. They must import 
food from abroad, and the problem 
is now ‘solely one of credits. In the 
food-producing countries of central 
and eastern Europe, relief has been 
oarried on by the collaboration of 
the four great powers. I wish to 
pay tribute to the co-operation and 
support which has been given by the 
British and Italian governments. 
This support has been ‘on the most 
generous scale, especially when one 
takes into consideration the acute 
economic situation in all these coun- 
tries\ resulting from the war. we 
the action of the great powers, Eu- 
rope has been saved from a total 
catastrophe by fdmine and anarchy, 
and Bolshevism ha been effectu- 
ally held in check until this danger 
has now generally passed. During 
the most acute period opportunity 
has been given governments to de- 
velop stability to such a point that 
now there is but little fear of such 
outbreaks. 

“There has been privation in Eu- 
rope these st eight months, but 
there has been little starvation, 
thanks to the measures taken by the 
allied governments. I am glad of 
the opportunty to pay particular 
tribute to the services of the allied 
directors of relief—Goode, repre- 
senting the British government; 
Major Fillieus, France, and Captain 
Caetanio, Italy. together with the 
food, railway and coa) officials of 
these various governments. In nor- 
mal times the services of these gen- 
tlemen to the poeple of Europe 
would stand out in great vividness, 
but with the overwhelming prob- 
lems facing Europe, many distin- 
guished services are unduly ob- 
secured. 

Sttuation Not Yet Righted. 

“No one can say that the necessity 
of co-operation in economic meas- 
ures with regard to Europe is at all 
ended. I believe it will be another 
year before the production of coal 
and foodstuffs, the co-ordination of 
the newly-aligned railway systems 
and transportation can be re-estab- 
lished in Europe.

Washington, August 26.—Charges 
that Secretary. Baker, Major Gen- 
eral Enoch H. Crowder, judge advo- 
cate general, and Colonel John 
Wigmore, “established a pre ogan- 
da bureau to discredit c dselont of 
the existing military justice system 
and to defend the system,” wer 
made before a senate military sub- 
committee today by Samuel T. An- 
sell, formerly acting judge advocate 
general. 

Ansell said several officers and 
about 14 clerks were regularly as- 
signed to duty in the bureau to 
issue statements to the press d 
to congress. He also charged that 
officers who criticised the system 
were “menaced, threatened and dis- 
ciplined,” while those who defended 
it were promoted. , 

At the request of Senator Cham- 
berlain, democrat, of Oregon, author 
of a bill to reform the court-mar- 
tial system, Ansell described how he 
had been “disciplined” by being 
demoted to the very bottom” of the 
judge advocate general's office. He 
said that two weeks after being 
awarded the distinguished service 
cross he had appeared before a sen- 
ate committee to testify regarding 
the alleged injustice of the court- 
martial system. Two weeks later, 
he said, he was relieved as acting 
judge advocate general with the 
rank of a brigadier, in violation of 
the department’s orders governing 
demotions in rank. He was returned 
to his regular rank of lieutenant 
colonel, he said, and placed on the 
clemency board with colonels 
taken from civil life and with only 
one year’s service. 

. Secretary Baker's statement that 
his demotion was “in due course” 
and without regard to his attack on 
court-martial procedure was contra- 
dicted by Mr. Ansell. He also denied 
charges that he bad “surreptitious- 
ly” sought promotion to the office 
of judge advocate general. 

Other critics of the court-martial 
system also were “disciplined,” Mr. 
Ansell declared. Colonel Weeks and 
Morgan weer names cited, the for- 
mer, he said, being sent to Charles- 
ton, S. C., and the latter subjected to 
an investigation by the inspector 
general. 

Ansell will continue his testimony 
tomorrow. 


TRIED FOR BETRAYAL 
OF EDITH CAVELL 


Paris, August 26.—-After a plea for 
a postponement of trial had been 
overruled, Georges Gaston Quien, 
charged with betraying Edith Ca- 
yell, answered negatively all ques- 
tions tending to involve him in dif- 
ticulties. 

He admitted that he presented 
himself as an officer of reserves 
to Prince Croy, whom he is charged 
with having denounced to the (er- 
mans as having aided French pris- 
oners of war to escape.

People of Archangel Re- 
gion Protest Against 
‘Withdrawal of Allied 
Forces—More Aid Ask- 
ed Against Bolsheviki. 


New York, August 26.—Further 
assistance for the people of iorth 
Russia against the Boleheviki is 
asked in a cablegram sent to Pres- 
ident Wilson by representatives of 
the people of that region, assem- 
bled at Archangel. 

In this message, a copy of which, 
at the direction of the senders, was 
furnished the Associated Press, the 
governments and peoples of all the 
allied democracies are addressed. 
It is set forth that the formulators 
of the message were elected “by the 
entire population of the region,” 
and represented its democracy, and 
were meeting in conference of the 
zemstvos and municipalities. By this 
assemblage the news that the with- 
drawal of the British troops had 
been ordered was received with 
misgiving, the dispatch continues, 
and grave consequences for the peo- 
ple of North Russia are: predicted 
should all allied support be with- 
drawn. 

Dark Picture Is Drawn. 

After drawing 2» @ark picture of 
the Bolshevik regime, which is 
charged with having throttled the 
people’s will, introduced an auto- 
cratic regime of terror and blood- 
shed and sold out Russia “to Ger- 


man and neutral bankers,” the mes- 
Sage points out that insurrections 
have occurred against the soviet 
government in different parts of 
central Russia, where the Bolshe- 
viki still hold sway, and continues: 

“Our native north was one of the 
first to rise. During the unequal 
armed struggle your troops arrived 
with word of encouragement and 
with promises of brotherly assist- 
ance. We believed you. We agreed 
unconditionally to the establishment 
here of a front against Germany 
and her allies. Our loyalty and 
the millions of lives given by Rus- 
sia in your victory’s cause were our 
guarantee, 


Created Russian Force. 


“With your help we overcame dis- 
tances far exceeding the areas of 
your countries. With your help 
we created a Russian force which 
sustained most of the burden in this 
struggle: Unfortunately our num- 
ber are few in this region and we 
who have sacrificed most of our 
healthy sons for your victory over 


Germany will be unable to withstand 


the forcibly mobilized Bolsheviki 
forces. The presence of your troops 
was a moral support to us, allowing 
us to gain time during which the 
Bolsheviki neared their downfall. 

“We were mistaken. You are re- 
calling those eight or ten thousand 
men of whom half are volunteers, 
who came to our assistance in the 
name of humanity. Our army, 
young and small in numbers, hag 
not yet regained its moral strength 
after fives years of incredible trials, 
and without support will lose the 
strength of will to defend its 
homes, Old men, peasant guer- 
rillas, who took up arms to defend 
their villages in mortal anguish, 
are dropping their rifles. Hundreds 
of thousands of ‘the population, 
mostly peasants and workers, de- 
ceived in their hopes, will upon the 
arrival. here of the Bolsheviki be- 
come victims of their cruel ven- 
geance, arid to think only that your 
volunteers as a reserve could save 
wre from massacre, starvation and 
ruin! 


For Sake of Puman Life. 


“We, the representatives of the 
democracy, appeal to you with the 
request to think of the blow to oup 
unhappy country which your action 
entails. We appeal to the feeling 
for human justice and believe in its 
triumph. For the sake of the sanc- 
tity of human life you must leave 
your forces here so that in the last 
hour of our trials you may, in hu- 
manity, save those of us who are 
still alive. We do not:wish for 
civil war or for its continuation. We 
wish to be a free nation to work 
in peace and freedom. This is why 
we cannot abandon the fight. 

“Disorganization in the center and 
ever-increasing revolt betoken the 
end. The dawn is near. And we 
look into the future with anguish, 
uncertain of our ability to hold out 
till the end, This is the picture 
created by the departure of your 
troops. You plunge us into a mul- 
titude of calamities and give new 
encouragement to the Bolsheviki to 
mock at the unhappy population. 
We ask you to hear this cry of de- 
spair and pain for the people wha 
elected us, which is caused by your 
decision.”

Prosser, addressed a letter to mem- 
bers of congress denying charges re- 
cently made by the Association of 
Disabled Soldiers, Sailors and Ma- 
rines of inefficiency in the boards 
administration. 

Replying to the association's 
charge that hundreds of men have 
been _—— to depend upon the 
charity of friends for months after 
applying for vocational training be- 
cause of the board’s delay in ar. 
ranging for payment of compensa- 
tion, Dr. Prosser declared that the 
board had not the authority to make 
such payments or place the men in 
training until compensation for dis. 
ability is awarded by the bureau of 
war risk insurance. This provi- 
sion of the rehabilitation act, he 
said, had given rise to much mis- 
understanding. He also asserted that 
under the act it is the function of 
the board to provide support only 
for disabled men who have been 
placed in training because they are 
‘in need of rehabilitation. 

Denying other charges brought by 
the association, the director said no 
deductions have been made from the 
training pay of disabled men be- 
cause of money earned incidental] to 
their training work: that the board 
has done everything to assist the 
total of,;61 men who have applied 
through the board for civil service 
positions to obtain such positions, 27 
of these men having been approved 
for service by the civil service com- 
mission, 11 rejected because their 
disability totally incapacitated them 
for the work, with the remaining 
cases yet undetermined. and that 42 
men of the total of 119 who have 
completed training had been vlaced 
in remunerative positions. Of the 
remainder of the men who hava com- 
pleted training Dr. Pros«er gata, 2% 
will enter additional training in the 
fall, 12 are pending -placement and 
12 have not been reported upon. The 
assoctation’s statement with respect 
to placements is thus “obviously 
untrue.” the director said.

BHARLOTTE-QUEET 


Coroner Holding Inquest 
Over Men Killed in Riot- 
ing at Car Barn—No Etf- 
fort Made.to Resume 
Street Car Service. 


Charlotte, N. C.. August 26.—-With 
°09 militiamen and 300 armed citi- 
zens on guard duty, quiet prevailed 
in Charlotte tonight. Post mortem 
examinations were held this after- 
noon over the bodies of the three 
men killed in last night’s riots, a 
special coroner having been appoint- 
ed for this duty, and investigations 
of their deaths under direction of 
Special Coroner Cobb will be con- 
tinued tomorrow. He said the in- 
quests will be held Thursday. 

Twelve of the thirteen men wound- 
ed in the riots at the street car 
barns last night were patients at 
hospitals tonight, with three of 
them perhaps fatally wounded. The 
death of one, Will Hammond, shot 
through the spine, was expected mo- 
mentarily. 

Ready te Use Strike-Breakers. 

The high tension which prevailed 
throughout the day influenced May- 
or McNinch to withhold permission 
for an attempt to resume street 
car service, though officials of the 
Southern Public Utilities company, 
on whose lines a strike is in prog- 
ress, announced their willingness to 
Start the cars with strike-breakers 
when city officials would permit. 

Several civic and commercial or- 
ganizations today adopted resolu- 
tions calling upon the city officials 
“to restore order,” and the Char- 
lotte Automotive Trade association 
declared that resumption of the car 
service was essential to that end. 

No statement was forthcoming 
early‘ tonight from Mayor McNinch, 
who has remained at his office since 
the attack on the car barn guards 
last night. 

In response to urgent calls from 
the mayor, Adjutant General Roys- 
ter early today ordered North Carv- 
lina guardsmen here -from States- 
ville, Lincolnton, Winston-Salem and 
Lexington. The first contingent of 
troops arrived about 8:30 .o’clock 
this morning and the Winston-Sa- 
lem company, the last to arrive, re- 
ported for duty at midday. Begin- 
ning immediately after the outbreak, 
Mayor McNinch swore in special of- 
ficers throughout the day.

H. H. Merrick, president of the 
Great Lakes Trust company and of 
the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce, declared the other day that 
“it is the working man who is buy- 
ing shoes at the top of the market 
and keeping prices high;” where- 
upon The Chicago Tribune “polled” 
a few of the millionaires of the city 
for evidence as to the truth of that 
surmise, 

Roger Sullivan, the gas man and 


politician, declared that neither he 
nor C. K. Billings, a rich associate 
of his, had bought a pair of shoes 
in two years. 

“Half a dozen other Chicagoans 
of wealth,” said The ‘Tribune, 
“made the same declaration.” 

Ernest A. Hamill, president of 
the Corn Exchange National bank, 
declared that he has not purchased 
a pair of shoes since 1916. 

“The average business man sees 
the need for conservative buying 
in time: of high prices. It is a mat- 
ter of good business with him,” said 
Mr. Hamill. 

Julius Rosenwald, president of 


had not taken a pair of shoes out 
of stock for more than two years, 
because they cost too much. 

“IT will wait until they come down 
in price before Buying more shoes,” 
said he. “Meantime, I am having 
new soles put on my old shoes as 
fast as they wear out.” 

J. Ogden Armour, of Armour & 
Co., said that just the week before 
he had purchased his first pair of 
shoes in three or four years. 

“The repair man,” he declare‘, 
“has kept my footwear in good 
shape. I never like to buy when 
prices are high.” 

From all of which The Tribune 
reporter gave credence to Mr. Mer- 
rick’s allegation putting responsi- 
bility for the high cost of shoes in 
large part upon the working man. 

But, what if these wealthy gentle- 
men at the beginning of the high 
cost period had not had a dozen or 
so pairs of shoes in their respective 
wardrobes? Would they not have 
joined the workingman throng, and 
bought shoes for themselves and 
their families? F 

The average laborer or salaried 
man was “caught” without a supply 
of shoes sufficient to fill his and 
his family’s aeeds for two or three 
or four years.

New Banking Act

Editor Constitution: Our general 
counsel, Orville A. Park, of Macon, 
pronounces the summary of the new 
banking act by Mr. James A. Hollo- 
mon to be the most complete and 
satisfactory he has seen. Mr. Hol- 
lomon worked up his summary from 
a copy of the bill in which the 
amendments made by the house and 
senate had not been inserted. 

The article with regard to private 
banks was 80 amended as not to 
interfere’ with private banks doing 
business at the time the act goes 


into effect. 
The article with regard to appli- 


cations for charter for new banks 
was amended by striking from the 
article that provision which required 
the superintendent of banks to as- 
certain whether the character and 


eneral fitness of the persons 
mame as subscribers to stock in 
the bank were such as to inspire 
the confidence of the community 
in which the bank was proposed to 
be located, and whether the public 
convenience and advantage would 
be promoted by its establishment. 
This was thought to give to tne su- 
perintendent too much power. The 
act provides that before any bank 
shall transact any business, it must 
file with the superintendent a re- 
quest for a permit, and the super- 
intendent before issuing such per- 
mit must ascertain whether or not 
the bank has complied with all the 
provisions of the law and whether 
'the stock has been paid in, 

The section with regard to the 
qualification of directors was 
amended so as to strike therefrom 
the requirement that a majority of 
the directors shall live in the town 
or city in which the bank fs located, 
or within 15 miles thereof, anda se 
as to reduce the number of shares 
which a director is required to own, 
from five to one in banks whose 
capital does not exeeed $50,000 and 
from ten to five in Danks whose 
ca ~s exceeds $50,000. |

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- Inconsistent — | 
In His Peace Leagu Speech, 
Declares E:x-President Taft 


-By William Howard Taft. 

Senator Lodge’s speech on the 
league of nations is an important 
event in the history of the issue over 
the ratification of the treaty and 
the covenant of the league. In point 
of continuous service, he is the old- 
est member of congress, as he is one 
of the ablest, and he is the longest 
in experience upon the foreign re- 
lations committee of the senate. 
What he says, therefore, is en- 
titled to great weight. But the sena- 
tor cannot complain if those who 
differ with him geek to break the 
force of what he says by pointing 
out action and speech by him in the 


past quite inconsistent with his 
present attitude. Nor will he claim 
that his prestige and experience give 
his arguments and conclusions im- 
munity from analysis and answer. 

The first great argument of Mr. 
Lodge against the league was based 
on the analogy between this! league 
and the holy alliance, in which he 
emphasized the declarations by its 
constituent absolute monarchies of 
their high purpose and noble ends 
in the maintenance of the alliance, 
and then showed that for thirty-five 
years the result of its machinations 
Was a curse to the world. It needs 
no ges knowledge of history to 
realize how lacking in force and 
fairness such an argument by anal- 
ogy is. The holy alliance was cre- 
ated for the purpose of keeping on 
the throne of European occupants 
who were legitimate heirs to their 
divine right of ruling and of pre- 
venting revolution against them. It 
was a conspiracy of absolute mon- 
archs to maintain the rule of their 
class. Mr. Lodge objects that the five 
great powers will control this league 
as the holy alliance was controlled, 
Five great powers are given large 
influence in the management of the 
policy of this league. It must be so 
and it ought to be so, because they 
are the ones upon whom the burden 
of maintaining the prestige and in- 
fluence of the league for good is to 
be heaviest. But whatever is to be 
done by them must be done by 
unanimous action. Can we conceive 
of the United. States, Great Britain 
and France, ruled by their peoples 
as they are, uniting to work such 
purposes as disgraced and broke up 
the holy alliance? 


Article III, Attneked. 
The first provision of the league 


which Senator Lodge attacks !s a 
paragraph from Article III., reading 
as follows: 


“The assembly may deal at its 
meetings with any matter within 


the spheresof action of the league or 
affecting the peace of the world.” 
He urges that this confers un- 
limited power upon the league and 
greatly enlarges the field of action 
in which we shall be involved even 
beyond that in which the holy al- 
liance was engaged 


(Elaborating, Mr, Taft shows that 
this view cannot be sustained by 
pointing out that Article III. applies 


to the assembly, while Article IV. 
applies to the council. The entire 
meaning of the paragraph is that 
the whole business of the league is 
in order to be considered at any 
meeting without special notice. The 
language is not to be treated as an 
individual grant of power. The 
clause does not vary the specific 
limitations as set out in other ar- 
ticles.) 


Irish Question. 
Again, Article XI. is relied upon 
by the senator to show that it is the 


purpose of the league to interfere 
to suppress rebellions and revolu- 
tions. Thus Ireland, it is thought, 
can be brought in. The first sen- 
tence of the article reads as follows: 


“Any war or threat of war, 
whether immediately affecting any 
members of the league or not, is 


hereby declared a matter of concern 
to the whole league, an.i’the league 
Shall take any action that may be 
deemed wise and effectual to safe- 
guard the peace of nations. In case 
any such emergency should arise, 
the secretary general shall, on the 
request of any member of the 
league, forthwith summon a meet- 
ing of the council.” 


The council is summoned to advise 
the members of the league what 
ought to be done, and its advice 


must be unanimous, and upon that 
advice the members are. to act in 
their discretion and to perform their 
obligations under the covenant of 
the league as they in good faith 
understand them. Such a provision 
does not enlargg the obligations of 
the members; it oniy provides for 


cy which may be the occasion upon 
which under other articles of the 
league the members may act. Such 
a case, for instance, as a war be- 
tween two countries not members of 
the league might certainly affect 
the peace of nations. 


But there is nothing from these 
words or any other part of the 
covenant which brings an internal 


rebellion or revolution within the 
jurisdiction of the league. “War 
or threats of war” contained in Ar- 
ticle XI. means something that af- 
fects the international relations be- 
tween countries. This is clearly 
shown by its last clause, in which 
“it is also declared to be the funda- 
inental right of each member of 
the league to bring to the atten- 
tion of the assembly or of the coun- 
cil any circumstance whatever af- 
fecting international relations which 
threaten to disturb either the peace 
or the good understanding between 
nations upon which peace depends.” 
To support Ris view Senator 
Lodge refers to the provision in the 
treaty with Germany which requires 
Poland and the Czech and other 
states to make treaties with the five 
great powers guaranteeing the re- 
ligious and other rights of minori- 
ties. 

(Mr. Taft here shows that Poland 
and Czech are new nations born 


of this war and cannot be compared 
with signatories of the treaty. They 
must be made bulwarks against 
German oppression.) 


A Fair Criticism. 
Senator Lodge objects to the fail- 


jurisdiction of the court provided 


in the league and to provide a tri- 
bunal for hearing justiciable ques- 
tions. This is a fair criticism of the 
league, and it is a defect in the 
ae gee defect which may be cured 
y amendment and which, we may 
hope, will be so cured. In respect 
to justiciable questions, it wou!d 
have been much better to have a 
judicial court, as Mr. Root pointed 
out, to which all members should 
be obliged to resort, remitting un- 
justiciable quéstions to the council. 

The first step to be taken after 
the league is adopted should be to 
perfect its machinery in this re- 
gard. But it seems quite unwar- 
ranted to argue; as Senator Lodge 
does, that the action of the council 
or assembly in respect to justiciable 
questions is to be determined on po- 
litical or diplomatic grounds and not 
as an impartial body controlled by 
the principles of international law. 
Justiciable questions are those 
which in their nature are capable of 
settlement on principles of interna- 
law. e preamble recites 
the purpose of the league to be the 
“prescription of open, just and hon- 
erable relations tween nations.”

Calling for another league than 
this league because of this and other 
defects Senator Lodge urges: “Let 
us unite with the world to promote 
the peaceful settlement of all inter- 
national disputes. Let us try to de 
velop international law. Let Us as- 
sociate ourselves with other nations 
for these purposes.” This criticism 
and languagé sound a bit strange 
coming from a senator who helped 


to defeat the general arbitration 
treaties made between the United 
States and France and the United 
States and Great Britain, which pro- 
vides for a settlement of all jus- 
ticiable issues arising between them 
and a means of determining whether 
a question arising was justiciabie or 
not. These treaties were loaded 
down with such exceptions that it 
seemed to no use whatever to invite 
the acquiescence of France and 
Great Britain in the narrowing 
amendments that were insisted on 
in the senate and supported and 
voted for by Senator Lodge. 


Domeatic Questions. 
Senator Lodge says that the 
amendment to the covenant as 
originally reported, which excludes 


from the consideration of the coun- 
cil or the assembly any issue which 
by international law is purely do- 
mestic, is intended to deceive. The 
exception was obviously put in for 
the purpose of excluding immigra- 
tion and tariff from among the is- 
sues which the council or assembly 
might consider in a dispute. The su- 
preme court of the United States 
as said that it is an accepted max- 
im of international law that immi- 
gration is a purely domestic ques- 
tion as well as the imposition of 


tariffs. 3

Senator Lodge attacks Article X. 
He says it will enable the king of 
Arabia, Hussein, sultan of Hejaz, to 


appeal to us to come and help him 
detend his/boundary against the. at- 
tack of Arabs in his neighborhovd. 
This is not a fair construction of 
Article X. All the language of 
Article X. should be read together. 
It looks to joint operation of the 
members of the league. It says: 

“The members of the league un- 
dertake to respect and perserve as 
against external aggression the ter- 
ritorial integrity and resisting po- 
litical independence of all members 
of the league. In case of any sucn 
aggression or in case of any threat 
or danger of such aggression, the 
council shall advise upon the means 
by which this obligation shall be 
fulfilled.” ; 

It is clearly stated that the action 
of the council is only advisory. 


It is the world surpassing strength 
of the United States in ts intelli- 
gent people and its resources, in its 


military potentiality and in its com- 
parative disinterestedness as be- 
tween all other nations which makes 
its membership indispensable to a 
world league. 
enter it is to take the responsibility 
of destroying its possibility. If our 
real interests require it, of course, 
we snould refuse; but in determin- 
ing our real interests we should face 
this responsibility. 


Monroe Doctrine Objection. 
Senator Lodge objects to the 
reservation of the Monroe. doctrine 
contained in the covenant. It is very 


difficult to understand the attitude 
of Senator Lodge and many others 
with respect to the Monroe doctrine. 
He says that the instant the United 
States, which declared, interpreted 
ani sustained the doctrine, ceases 
to be the sole judge of whut it 
means that instant the Monroe doc- 
trine ceases® and disappears from 
history and from the face of the 
earth. He then quotes from Theo- 
dore Roosevelt “that we are in hon- 
or bound to keep ourselves so pre- 
pared that the Monroe doctrine shal] 
be accepted as immutable interna- 
tonal law.” Senator Lodge objects 
to the recognition of the Monroe 
doctrine by anybody else. 


(The doctrine is only. now to be 
internationally recognized, then 
argues Mr. Taft. What has once 


been one of our national tenets has 
now become accepted by ali the sig- 
hatories. It has been strengthened 
rather than weakened, Why should 
we object? urges Mr. Taft.) 


Mr. Justice’ Hughes has given this 
excellent construction of Articie X: 
“Fourth. That the meaning of Ar- 


ticle X. of the covenant of the 
league of nations is that the mem- 
bers of the league are not under 
any obligation to act in pursuance 
of ‘said article except as they may 
decide to act upon the advice of the 
council of the league. The United 
States of America assumes no obli- 
gat.on under said article to under- 
take any military expedition, or to 
employ its armed forces on land or 
sea, unless such aetion is authorized 
by the congress of the United States 
of America, which has exclusive 
authority to declare war or to de- 
termine for the United States of 
America whether there is any obli- 
gation on its part under said article 
and the means or action by which 
ro Pan obligation shall be ful- 
e ve 


Such an interpretation shows that 
the illustratién of Senator Lodge is 
really fanciful. As the action of the 


council is to be unanimous and as 
the United States has a member on 
it, the character of its advice must, 
of course, be reasonable, Those na- 
tions in the neighborhood and more 
directly interested in the Arabian 
kingdom are the ones whom the 
council would doubtless advise to 
take action in pursuance of Article 
X. in such a case. The council would 
not attempt to draw the United 
States in until the trouble growing 
out of the disturbance bade fair to 
involve world consideration, 

Lodge Inconsistent. 

Senator Lodge objects to the 

United States binding itself by war | 
or boycott to co-operate with other 
nations in suppressing war. This 
is contrary to his attitude when ho 
delivered an address at a dinner of 
the League to Enforce Peace ~ in 
Washington in 1915, at which both 
he anf President Wilson agreed that 
it was necessary to ‘unite*the forces 
of the world to suppréss war. Nor 
‘was his judgment. at sooya & time 
doubtful. On the contrary, he en- 
forced the firmness of his convic- 
tion + the quotation from Matthew 
Arnold: 

“Charge once more and be dumb; 
Let the victors when ey come, } 
When the forts of Folly fall, 

Find the body by e wall,” 


The league’s purpose ig not to 
make war—its purpose is to 
threaten the use of lawful force to 


restrain lawless violence. It is the 
minatory, cautiona effect of the 
league that is essentially and highly 
important. It is this feature of the 
Monroe doctrine that has made it 
so successful. It was the knowl- 
esas that the United Sta would 
fight, if need be, to assert the doc- 
trine that has preserved it and ce 
for now near a century.

men of his era, the dying mar 
warned them against the sins and 
iniquities that are more cruel than 
the wild beasts, crouching at the 
door of man’s soul. 

To all young men comes the re- 
flection at drink !s a wild beast 
that crouches in the jungle and 
leaps out on the passerby. Nothing 
is easier than to yield to the desire 


for a gentle stimulant. A _ little 
liquor seems to quiet the boy's 
nerves. In the rush and excitement, 
when the brain is fagged, the stm- 
plest way to secure relief is to spul 
the nerve and the tired brain. But 
drink is a peril. The tiny wolt 
was only a soft bag of fur; its sleék 
body was soft, and it was withour 


fangs or claws, and yet a day came 
when a wolf crouched at the door. 
Not otherwise is it with the love 


of drink. 

The other day a gifted young fath- 

er and husband lay in the coroner's 
office, The e he bore was one 
of the most honored names in his 
city. 
had office and social position. But 
during his first two years’ in col- 
lege he formed evil companionsnips. 
Once a week, for two years and 
over, he was giving wine suppers 
and going home to his rooms nali 
intoxicated.

At last 
there came a time when the wolf in 
him was fully grown. The passtons 
of his college days sprang with 
cruel pressure out of ambush. Witn 
one swift blow, more terrible than 
any lion could strike, down went the 
man under the stroke of passion 
and thirst. His grief on recoverin,s 
himself was something terrible tw 
behold. But he climbed—only to 
fall again. Sometimes he though: 
he had secured firm footing, ana 
looked confidently towards 
heights where heaven seemed; then 
down into the abyss he plunged once 
more, 
At length, coming out of a Ions 
Spree, he said that there was no 
hope except to get rid of his body. 
It seemed a jungle, in which pas- 
sions like wild beasts had their fair. 
Every time he turned around a cor- 
ner of the street sin was crouching 
for its spring. Desperate, he turned 
& weapon against his forehead. Now 
his little children are fatherless, his 
home is desolate. This man went 
down through that wild beast that 
grew from a pet and friend into an 
enemy that drank his lifeblood.

first commands his allegiance. “It is 
perfectly consistent with a love of 
country and with a preference of 
the interests of one’s country over

When Senator Lodge advocated this 
at the dinner of the League to En- 
force Peace or at the commence- 
ment exercises of Union college in 
1915 he was not any less an Ameri- 
can than he is today. Nor are those 
who favor the ieague any less 
American than he is. 


Constitutional Objections. 

It should be noted that Senator 
Lodge does not dwell on any un- 
constitutional feature of the cove- 
nan: This is hardly in accord with 


the recitals of Senator Knox's reso- 
lutions which Mr. Lodge voted for 
in committee and reported to the 
senate. He now es his stand 
with Mr. Root, who also ignores the 
constitutional objections, and so I 
bélieve does Mr. Justice Hughes. 


A noteworthy omission in Senator 
Lodge’s speech is of any suggestion 


as to how the treaty with Germany . 


is to be enforced, how the limitation 


of her armament is to be secured, 
how the stability of the nations 
created by the treaty can main- 
tained in accord wi the strategic 
necessities of a permanent peace 
with Germany, luminously pointed 
out by Mr. Lodge in his speech on 
the proper scope of a treaty of 
peacc, made soon after the arm 

or how the spread of Bolshevi 
which he deprecated and wish 
restrained, can be met, Neither he 
nor any opponent of the league 
seems to regard the treaty of . 

as something to be execut Its 
chief function now is to furnish ob- 
ject of critical attack.

CARBUNCLE. 

A carbuncle is grandfather to a 
boil. A boil is the big brother of a 
Dimple. A pimple is a little pus 
clamoring for an opening. Old Mrs, 
Gamp’s favorite treatment is pick- 
ing the pimple, pinching the boil 
and poulticing the ¢arbuncle. She 
picks the pimple with any old 
thing, with never a thought of ster- 
llization, taking no stock in this 
germ theory of the doctors, Such 
picking often induces general blood 
poisoning. Mrs. Gamp pinches a 
boil with the idea of getting out 
the “core,” and her pinching treat- 
ment not only aggravates the sore- 
ness but invariably prolongs the 
time of healing. But just why a 
carbuncle should be poulticed (or 
anything else, for that matter) I 
have never understood. I have tried 
patently to get through my feeble 
intellect the modus operandi of 
poultices, but I just can’t do it. 

The old women—some of whom 
wear pants and write M. D. after 
their names—hint that tl.e poultice 
of flaxseed meal or bread or sdap 
and sugar, or worse. works some 
mysterious benefit by “drawing.” 


It draws flies from the environ- 
ment, admiration from the*bystand- 
ers and various expletives from the 
owner of the ecarbuncle. Aside from 
these things, the poultice has very 
feeble traction power. 

A earbuncle is an _ infection 
(which means an invasion of a tis- 
sue by germs) of the true skin 
ght the layer of fat under the skin.

(or exuberant granulations. 


laid open through its every undér- 
mining recess, with the patient un- 


der a general anesthetic, of course 
The earlier this is done the bet- 
ter. No matter how feeble the pa- 
tient, the operation is a far less.ex- 
hausting strain on endurance than 
the carbuncle. Sometimes radical 
excision of the whédle sloughing 
mass is best. Necrotic, sloughing 
or dead tissue should always. be 
removed. 

In order to stimulate the pa- 
tient’s natural resisting power, a4 
vaccine prepared from the germs 
present in the carbuncle may he 
administered. 

Perhaps the least harmful dress- 
ing to apply while awaiting surgi- 
cat treatment consists of large 
gauze compresses kept wet con- 
stantiy with a hot solution of a 
tablespoonful of citrate of soda and 
two tablespoonfuls of common salt, 
in boiled water.

“He is, first of all, a soldier, 
doesn’t know what military polities 
is, and would discourage my saying 
this if he knew it. But he is per- 
haps asleep now and I am going to 
take the liberty.

DOOMED TO DEFEAT

The action of the foreign relations 
committee in adopting fifty textual 
amendments designed to eliminate 


the United States from-all of the 


international commissions and bu- 
reaus created in the peace treaty, 
except the international: shipping 
board and the reparations commis- 
sion, will help to defeat the com- 
mittee’s Shantung amendment, Senh- 
ator Hitchcock told the president. 
“I told the president that I felt 
very confident that we will beable 
to defeat the Shantung amendment 
by a large majority of votes,” said 
Senator Hitcherck. “Senator Me- 
Cumber today exvressed not only his 


acted upon by the other nations,” he 
said, 

The president “looks upon Shan- 
tung like most other people,” the 
senator continued. “He regards it 
as the best of two evils,” said Sena- 
tor Hitchcock, “Amending it would 
only make matters worse. 

“China would be worse off than 
before,” he said, “if the amendment 
should be adopted. I have no more 
expectation that it will be adopted 
than Ihave of suddenly going to an- 
other world. But if it were adopted, 
the United States also would be on 
the outside. We would not be a 
party to the treaty, and Japan would 
be relieved of the premises which 
the president forced her to*make, to 
return the province to China. Fur- 
ther, Japan would take over the 
islands in the Pacife ocean north of 
the equator, which were promised to 
her under the treaty with Great 
Britain, )and which the president 
forced her to relinquish.” 

The islands the senator spoke of 
are under the control of the league 
council, but Japan is mandatory for 
them under the peace treaty. 


“Tl expect that we will settle the 
whole treaty fight in September, 
Senator Hitchcock continued, “The 
committee will report the treaty to 
the senate within a week and then 
the senate should act upon it be- 
fore the end of September.” 

Senator Hitchcock added, however, 
that the final vote may be postponed, 
as he said that it was “a big job 
to keep every senator from discuss- 
ing all its phases.” 

Senator Hitchcock said that the 
Shantung amendment would be vig- 
orously fought in the senate from 
now on. It would kill the treaty he 
insisted, so far as the United States 
is concerned, since it would change 
the conditions of the treaty which 
the other nations are ratifying. 

“The effect of it,” Senator Hitch- 
cock added, “would be to breed a 
condition of permanent antagonisn, 
with Japan and Germany.” 


Fifty Amendments Adopted, 


. The fifty Fall amendments adopt- 
ed today by the committee: really 
constituted one blanket amendment. 
The words “and associated” were 
stricken- from the provisions of the 
treaty creating commissions of the 
allied and associated powers to gov- 
ern territory taken from Germany 
and to conduct plebiscites in Eu- 
rope. Their effect would be com- 
pletely to remove the United States 
from any participation in straight- 
ening out affairs in Europe. 

In its decision regarding Ameri- 
can participation in the reconstruc- 
tion commissions, the committee di- 
vided on party lines, the nine re- 
publicans present standing as a unit 
for the amendment and the seven 
democratic votes all being recorded 
in the negative. Senator McCumber, 
who voted with the democrats 
against the Shantung amendment, 
was absent, 

Although the committee’s action 
would change the language of the 
treaty in. more than fifty places, 
scattered through many sections, an 
exception was made of the repara- 
tions commission which is to have 
charge. of the collection of Ger- 
many’s indemnity bill. Senator Fall, 
republican, of New Mexico, who pre- 
sented the amendment, said he had 
not proposed taking the American 
representative from this commission 
because he felt American interests 
might be directly involved in its 
woark.. . 

In the commissions which are af- 
fected .by the amendment, Senator 
Fall said, American interests would 


be so. indirect as not to compensate 


for the dangers of becoming hope- 
lessly involved in European affairs. 
Among these commissions are ths 
bodies set up to rectify the bound- 
ary between Belgium and Germany, 
to establish the free city of Danzig, 
to supervise numerous plebiscites, 
and: to take care of various other 
details under the treaty. 

The amendment also omits refer- 
ence to the commissions that are to 
be appointed by the league of na- 
tions, committee members saying 
that was a subject to be dealt with 
after action had been taken regard- 
ing the league covenant itself. 

Shields Opposed Amendments. 

Senator Shields, democrat, of Ten- 
nessee, whd caused an uproar among 
the administration forces in the sen- 
ate. when he announced yesterday 
that he favors reservations, attend- 
ed the committee meeting d voted 
against the Fall amenienedie.

Predicting another freight car 
shortage for the fall and winter 
months, a statement was issued yes- 


terday by the regional director’s 
office, southern region, United States 


railway administration, asking for 
the co-operation of shippers in re- 
lieving the possibility of such con- 
tingency arising. They are urged to 
obtain the greatest possible service 
from each car by careful and heavy 
loading and the reduction of deten- 
tion of cars to a minimum. 
The statement is as foilows: 


“Another shortage of freight cars 
is in prospect for the coming fall and 
winter. Instead of the surplus of 
equipment to be found on nearly all 
railroads during the dulll days before 
the after-the-war business revival 
set in, every piece of equipment now 
is in use on many lines, and only 
the most careful handling by the 
rajlroads with consistent and whole- 
hearted co-operation fromthe ship- 
ping public can prevent serious in- 
terference with business. 

“Federal managers have been 
called upon by the railroad adminis- 
tration to utilize equipment to the 
fullest possible extent, and particu- 
larly to see that cars are set in 
motion promptly upon being loaded 
or unloaded. 

“Shippers are asked to lend a hand 
both by reducing detention of cars 
to a miniumum and by careful and 
heavy loading so that the greatest 
possible service may be had from 
each Car. From a purely selfish 
business standpoint, of course, it is 
to the interest of the individual 
shipper and receiver of freight to do 
his part toward minimizing the ef- 
fects of a car shortage from which 
he will suffer along with the public 
generally.”

PLANNED FOR DUBLIN 


Dublin, Ga. August 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—A tobacco warehouse is to be 


erected in Dublin in time to serve 
the farmers of the county who will 
plant tobacco next year. J. M, Finn, 
president of the Georgia Warehouse 
and Compress company, announted 
today that his company will build 
not only a warehouse but a curing 
plant also, and put experts in charge 
of both. 

Mr, Finn is a native of the to- 
bacco district in Kentucky, and is 
well acquainted with the warehouse 
problems for this crop. His com- 
pany is the leading cotton storage 
firm in this section, with the larg- 
est and most modernly equipped 
warehouse in this section. The new 
tobacco storage house is to be built 
adjoining the cotton warehouse, 
equipped with automatic sprinklers, 
as @ protection against fire, and so 
built that it can be used for to- 
bacco in the summer and cotton in 
the fall and winter. It is the in- 
tention of the company to afford 
such warehouse facilities that a re- 
ceipt for tobacco left with it will

Not only was “Bobby” upset by 
this act.of—to say the least—dis- 
courtesy, but through the entire

5,000 in number—which - loudly ap- 
plauded his every misfortune and 
taunted him unmercifully. 


lery that the newspapers of that 
city either failed to mention the in- 
cident or passed it over lightly and 
as inconsequential. The Pittsburg 
Dispatch admits the act displayed @ 
lack of etiquet, but thinks the flag- 
man is deserving of praise: 

“The ill luck made Jones four 
down and marked the fading of his 
last hope. The flagman, as a rule, 
deserved more praise than blame. 
despite this lapse from the etiquet of 
the course,” 

New York Tribune. 

The New York Tribune gives this 
account of the episode: 

“In the morning round Jones had 
been 3 down at the twelfth, where 
he turned and squared the match. 
Coming to this same hole in the aft- 
ernon he was again 3 down when 
Herron sliced to the rough and found 
a guarding trap on his second shot. 
Jones, with a fine straight drive 
down the course, had an open ghot 
to the green and a wonderful ope 
portunity to cut away a hole and 
reduce the lead. 

“It was here that the most unfore 
tunate incident of the tournament 
took place. Just as the young Geore- 
gian reached the top of his swing 
for a full brassie shot, one of the 
megaphone guardians in charge of 
the crowd bellowed out ‘fore!’ The 
result was inevitable and disastroua, 
Jones jumped, looked up and drove 
his ball into a bunker only 20 yards 
beyond where, after playing four 
shots from a heel print, he finally 
Picked up~and conceded the hote 
to his opponent, whose second shot 
still lay in a trap, 200 yards from 
the green.

match then and there, rendering the 
conclusion as sure and certain as 
death itself.

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LESSON 81 , 
Relaying Thrown Balis. 

Getting the ball back onto the in- 
field quickly after a long hit is one 
of the prime essentials of team 
work. It is the mark of a finished 
and smoothly running team when a 
batter is held at third base on a 
hit which, by distance and position, 
naturally appears to be a home run. 
To accomplish this it is necessary 
that every man understand exkctly 
what he is to do, and to go at top 
speed to the position from which 
he can speed the play. 

On a drive to the barriers quick 
backing up over the natural angles 
of the field, speedy pursuit of the 


ball ‘and a quick lining up of the 
relay men is necessary. If the hit 
is between right and center field 
and the center fielder tries for the 
ball and fails, the right fielder is 
the natural “chaser.” He must pur- 
sue the ball at top speed, seize it 
upon overtaking it and make a 
whirling throw to the center field- 
er, who, after failing in his effort, 
lines up two-thirds of. the way out 
to receive the ball. The fielder 
will not naturally have time to 
steady himself or study his throw- 
ing, but must know where the cen- 


ter fielder will be and throw to 
him. The center fielder must make 
a pivoting throw. of the ball. There 
is no time for him to steady or set 
himself for a long distance throw 


to the plate or to third base, and 
the quickest way for him to-get the 
ball to the plate is a short, hard 
throw to the second baseman. The 
second baseman must, in such plays, 
move out to short right center. 
While the ball is being. fielded he 
has time to study his position and 
the angle of the plate and figure 
his throwing distance, so that, when 
the ball comes to him, he can make 
the comparatively short throw 
without loss of time or accuracy. 

If the play is to the left of cen- 
ter the shortstop moves out to 
make the second relayed throw. 

All such second relays should be 
done by_the shortstop or the second 
baseman, the unoccupied one eover- 
ing the bag. The first baseman 
has moved to the center of the dia- 
mond to handle the ball if. in his 
judgement, it should be stopped, and 
the third baseman is “anchored” at 
his position to guard the bag and 
compel the runner to make the wide 
turn. 

On hits to left down the line or 
over the fielder’s head, the short- 
stop must move to the half distance 
and relay the ball direct to the 
plate. His angle toward the relay 
position is a natural one, as is the 
angle of the second baseman in run- 
ning toward the foul line between 
first and right. Oniy one relay 
throw is possible on such hits, but 
pov fields usually are much shal- 
lower than is center field and the 


second instance. is e 

Perfect accord between the. sec- 
ond baseman and shortstop and the 
outfielders is necessary to avoid 
loss of time in discovering which 
niayer is to receive the throw from 
the outfielder. Study of the reor- 
i renhv of the playing field is vitally 
|; necessary. 


‘GENERALS ATTACK 
BAKER’S ARMY PLANS 


Washington, August 26.—War de- 
partment plans for a permanent 
military establishment were criti- 
cised today before the senate mili- 
tary committee by Major General 
Williams, chief of ordnance, ana 
Major General Hahn? chief of the 
war plans division of the general 
staff. General Williams declared 
that the war department bill if en- 
acted would impair the efficiency 
of the army. 

“In fact,” he added, “I believe 
that certain of its provisions: will 
virtually nullify the whole pre- 
paredness program.” 

General Williams’ criticism was 
based largely on the failure to pro- 
vide for what he regarded as ade- 
quate measures to develop ordnance. 

General Hahn, formerly com- 
mander of the 82d division, said 
congress should fix the army’s 
maximum strength and that details 
of organization should be left to 
the president. He commended the 
bill’s provision for vocational edu- 
‘cation of soldiers. The men desire 
such training, he said.

Freak shots in golf are usually 
vague sort of things—that is, some- 
one hears of them in round-about 
ways, and it generally turns out 
that they happen with few wit- 
nesses.

We are now in the third century 
of modern boxing, for it was just 
two hundred and six years ago to- 
day that James Figg, a giant Ox- 
fordshire man, and the first record- 
ed champion of England, engaged 
in the first of his several battles. 
It was not until six vears later that 
Pigg, having met and defeated all 
challengers, was crowried by the 
title lordlings of English sport as 
the king of English pugilists. Be- 
fore Figg’s appearance in the ring 
there were men famed as being 
mighty with their fists, for the Eng- 
lishman has ever preferred nature's 
weapons, but the science of boxing 
had its beginning with Figg. Like 
most of the other fighters of that 
era, he had been a laborer, but 
brain and brawn lifted him to af- 
fluence and a wide popularity. He 
was the first to open a boxing 
school and give lessons in “defense 
scientifically,” and many men of 
wealth, title and learnings were 
among his pupils. In his amphi- 
theater he fought before large au- 
diences, and he was never defeated. 
To his death he remained the cham- 
pion. In 1730 a number of fighters 
contested for the title, and Pipes 
and Greeting gained the ascend- 
ancy. George Taylor gained the 
topmost rung of pugilism in 1734, 


and six years later was succeeded 
by Jack Broughton, in many re-

Figg hal attained to a certain pro- 
ficiency in boxing, and with his 
passing the sport slumped into the 
old murderous give-and-take style 
of rough and tumble. Broughton not 
only formulated the first set of rules 
to govern the game, but he was also 
the first to introduce “mufflers’ or 
gloves. The hand-covering, how- 
ever, he used only when boxing 
with pupils in the amphitheater he 
built near Oxford road, London, :in 
1742. Broughton retained the title 
for ten years, and lost it to Jack 
Slack. a Norwich butcher. Brough- 
ton’s rules, which remained in force 
for nearly a century, provided that 
“square of a yard be chalked in the 
middle of the stage, and that in 
every fresh get-to after a fall the 
seconds are to bring the men to the 
side of the square and place them 
opposite to each other, and until 
this is done it is not lawful for one 
to strike the other.” It was also 
held that “if either of the com- 
battants be unable to be brought up 
to the square within thirty seconds 
after a fall he shall be deemed a 
beaten man.” Other rules prohibit- 
ed hitting an adversary when down, 
and a man on his knees was to be 
reckoned with. This code, crude as 
it was, was the beginning of fair 
play in boxing.

Asa result of the complaints that 
grocers are not carrying a complete 
line of government — foodstuffs in 
competition ,with their own prod- 
ucts, and their plea that this was 


part of the government authorities 
handling ‘the foodstuffs, it has been 
arranged that Mayor Key’s office 
be notified daily as to the amount 
of government food on hand at the 
Candler warehouse and as to the 
shipments expected. This arrange- 
ment was reached Tuesday through 
a conference. between Mayor Key 
and Major John A, Graham, zone 
surplus property officer. 

Under this system of co-operation 
between the mayor’s office and the 
government authorities the distribu- 
tion of supplies can be better co- 
ordinated with the result that the 
grocers may obtain their supplies on 
a more uniform basis. 

Sell Clothes and Food. 

Washington, August 26.—Further 
steps to bring down soaring prices 
were taken today by the sovern- 
ment, the war department announc- 
ing plans for. opening retail stores 
on September 25, in a number of 
cities through which surplus house- 
hold commodities and clothing will 
be made available to consumers 
throughout the country. + 

Through the retail stores to be 
| opened by the war department, the 


er houséhold com ties will -be 
sold. Consumers in the large cities 


|-where the stores will be operated 


these will be furnished to all post- 
offices for the convenience of the 


public. While no announcement has 
yet been made, it is expected that 
the prices, like those on the food- 
stuffs now being disposed of, will be 
considerably below the prevailing 
market, . 

Continued purchase by the depart- 
ment of certain necessities so that 
these stores may be continued in- 
definitely as part of the government 
campaign against the high cost of 
living is understood to be under con- 
sideration. 

Prices on all commodities offered 
for sale will be so fixed as to pre- 
vent discrimination between the 
_purchasers who buy over the coun- 
Mter and those who purchase through 
the mail. 

All mail orders will be delivered 
by parcel post, but the policy of 
making these sales through the 
post office department is to be dis- 
continued. All such orders will go 
directly to the stores. To expedite 
the mail order sales the postoffice 
department has been asked to es- 
tablish substations in each store. 
Catalogues quoting prices and giv- 
ing the location of all stores are be- 
ing prepared and will be available 
at every postoffice in the United 
States. 

The present plan is to open stores 
in the fourteen zone supply cities, 
Atlanta, “Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Jeffersonville, 
Chicago, St. Louis, New Orleans, San 
Antonio, Omaha, E] Paso, San Fran- 
cisco and Washington. The chain 
will be extended to additional cit- 
ies as rapidly as possible.

FIND BOOZE NEAR PARK 


Sixty Gallons Georgia Corn 
Poured Into Branch. 


One of the most successful raids 
for liquor that has been made in 
sOme time was led Tuesday after- 
noon by Lieutenant Bob Waggoner, 
of the city detective force, and Lieu- 
tenant Hewitt, commanding the At- 
lanta detachment of provost guards. 

The raid netted sixty gallons of 
booze, evidently recently arrived 
from north Georgia. 

The whisky was found buried be- 
hind some bushes just a little off of 
Cross Keys road, beyond Piedmont 
park. Detectives Meek and Holley 
were left to guard the find while 
revenue agents could be summoned, 
and to keep on the lookout for any- 
one who might seem to be familiar 
with the burial place of the spirits. 

After a few minutes of waiting, a 
man and a woman drove up by the 
side of the road in a large touring 
car. The man got out of the car 
and walked to the place where the 
booze wa sburied, while the woman 
waited in the car. He noticed a 
slight disturbance in the ground 
about the treasure, and called to the 
woman: “It’s still here, but it has 
been discovered.” 

When approached and questioned 
by the detectives, the man declared 
that he had noticed someone unload- 
ing suspicious packages from an- 
other car as he had passed along 
the road earlier in the day, and had 
come out to investigate, because he 
suspected that it was liquor. 

Because of insufficient evidence, 
mo arrest was made, but the case is 
being thoroughly investigated. 

Proof of the quality of the liquor 
wasdemo nstrated to the officers and 
revenue agents when they began to 
pour the liquor into a small branch 
that flowed near. After some of 
the booze had been thrown in some- 
one threw a lighted match into the 
brook and immediately. the water 
burst out in flames. Revenue Agent 
Gantt had to stop the emptying of 
the remaining ten-gallon kegs until 
the fire died down.

EMPLOYERS WARNED 


New York, August 26.—Declining 
to discuss current labor problems in 
detail on the ground that he had not 
had time to familiarize himself with 
them during his absence abroad, 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
arrived here from France on the 
transport George Washington today, 
said that he wished to make plain 
that he “did not come here to inter- 
fere with the program of labor, but 
to help my fellow laborers.” 

Mr. Gompers. who has been at- 
tending the sessions of the Interna- 
tional Trades Union congréss at 
Amsterdam, declared that “the em- 
ployers of labor have not yet learned 
that the time is past when they are 
the complete monarchs of all they 
survey.” 

“Certainly,” he added, “men and 
women who work must have y» voice 
in determining conditions under 
which they shall give their labors.” 

The labor leader begged to be ex- 
cused from commenting on the pres- 
ident’s statement on the merits of 
the railroad shopmen’s demands, the 
actors’ strike, the Plumb plan for 
the nationalization, of railroads and 
the proposed steel workers’ strike, 
on the grounds that he had not had 
time to study the situation. He ad- 
mitted, however. that urgent tele- 
grams from Washington, whose 
source he would not divulge, 
prompted him to hasten his return 
home by at least a week. 

Mr. Gompers spoke encouragingly 
of the work of the Amsterdam con- 
gress, and said that he was con- 
vinced Bolshevism was on the wane, 
because the leaders had not fufilled 
any of the promises by which they 
forced themselves into power. 

Calling attention to a remark 
made before he went away, that the 
Germans, though beaten, were unre- 
pentant, the labor chieftain declared 
that while he had not talked with 
German delegates to the congress 
any more than was absolutely nec- 
essary, there had been presented to 
him ample evidence that the Ger- 
mans “‘are still unrepentant and 
boastful, and that Prussian. dom- 
ination is uppermost in their minds.” 
He said he told one German delegate 
that Germany had not yet learned 
‘the .lessons of war, and that 
“Deutschland uber alles don't go 
any more.” 

Mr. Gompers said that he must be 
in Washington Thursday, and for 
that reason he did not expect to at- 
tend the state convention of the 
American Federation of Labor at

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PRODUCERS OF OIL. 
ANSWER CARRANZA 


Washington, August 26.—Reply to 
recent statements by members of 
President Carranza’s official family 
in Mexico City to the effect that 
the Mexican government had a right 
to enact laws that would result in 
the confiscation of property owned 
by foreigners, and that retroactive 
laws were fustifiable in internation- 
al law, was made by the American 
Association of Producers of Petro- 
leum in Mexico in a letter present- 
ed to the state department. 

“The newspapers for several days,” 
the letter said. “have carried state- 
ments emanating principally from 
Mexico City intended to justify ar- 
ticle 27 of the Mexican constitution 
of 1917, which declares that all pe- 
troleum in the republic belongs to 
the nation. 

“Cabrera, Schiaffino and the oth- 
ers now plant themselves on the 
broad ground that in the public in- 
terest the Mexican government can 
confiscate the property of Americans 
and other foreigners without violat- 
ing international law. According to 
their theory, property rights, such 
as the oil companies have acquired, 
are subordinate to the welfare of 
the Mexican public anm@ therefore 
can be wiped out. This has been 
their real position from the begin- 
ning, though it has undergone mild 
disguise from time to time. They 
started out by citing American law 
on the subject, but it was shown 
that American law is precisely the 
reverse of their contention, and now 
they cite the French authority, 
Francis Laurent. He is quoted as 
follows: ‘Laws may have retro- 
active effect when public interests 
are at stake.’ The actual statement 
by Laurent was: , 

“It is commonly argued that laws 
have retroactive effect when general 
interest so demands, because no 


right may be acquired against pub- 


lic interest. According to our view, 
this is too absolute. If private par- 
ties may invoke against the applica- 
tion of a retroactive law, only their 
interest impaired by that retroac- 
tive effect, the impaired interest 
should cede before general interest. 
But when private parties have a 
right impaired by the law, the court 
may not in the name of general in- 
terest destroy or modify the rights 
of citizens. The maintenance of 
rights is the greatest of all inter- 
ests.’ 

“So, again, it transpires that the 
authority relied on is squarely op- 
posed to their theory.” 

All these arguments have been 
carefully weighed by the state de- 
partment and the decision of this 
government was stated in the note 
of April 2, 1918, which protested 
against the specific articles of thé 
constitution as confiscatory. The 
same con¢elusion was reached by the 
government of France, England and 
Holland. It is stated by officials 
that Mexico will not be allowed to 
confiscate the oil properties.

T0 RUSSIAN ARMY 


Though Situation Is Critical, 
Hope Is Still Enter- 
tained. 


(The Censtitution—London Times—Philadelphia 
Public Ledger Service.—Copyright, 1919.) 
Reval, Russia, August 20.—(De- 
layed.)—I have just come back from 
a visit t@™the front and am able to 
give an idea of the general situa- 
tion, modified as it is by the new 
factor of the arrival of military sup- 
plies for the army. - Before thei! 
arrival, the situation was simple. 
The Russian Northern army. corps 
had been hanging on grimly, falling 
back step by step until at last it 
gave up Jamburg. The army has 
been without boots, ammunition or 
great coats, and has been wearily 
fighting superior forces in hope that 


| the supplies expected in June would 


come in July. The British war of: 
fice did their part and the delay was 
due to a shortage of tonnage and 
labor and mechanical defects in the 
ships at last available. 

The supplies are now here. Their 
distribution is proceeding, but au- 
tumn is here, too. With Reval, one 
of the best ports in the Baltic, as 
a base and British ships disgorging 
tanks, airplanes, guns, gas shells, 
boots, rifles and every imaginable 
kind of equipment for the Russian 
army, with two respectable railway 
lines of communication, and with 
Americans feeding the army with 
bacon and flour, it mtght be thought 
a simple matter to turn on full 
steam and develop a brisk-~offensive 
and definitely smash Bolshevik re- 
Sistance. 

In fact, the fronte has never been 
in a more critical position than it 
is today. The explanation is that 
in the last six weeks the army it- 
self has changed. The northwestern 
army has lived on air. It began with 
two guns, and all that it acquired 
afterwards were like its soldiers, 
taken from the enemy. As it ad- 
vanced it swelled, and almost all had 
faith that Petrovrad was within its 
grasp. But when Esthonian sup- 
port was diverted, it was restrained
